an d reelin g cart, in which was seated, 
braced back an d p ullin g desp erately 
up on the lin es, the slight, n eat figure 
of Wesley Mauzy. His blan ched face 
in dicated that he fully realized his dan * 
ger. 
As the cart boun ded over the C., 
H. & I. track, an d his frighten ed horse 
in creased its furious p ace, he tried to 
guide it on up the street. 
But when 
n early across Fifth street, it swerved 
an d turn ed east. 
He was hurled ofl of 
the cart a distan ce of fifteen or eighteen 
feet, strikin g with frightful force sgain st 
the hard ban k an d flaggin g of the side­ 
walk op p osite the Methodist church, 
within half a square of his home an d in 
full view of his horrified wife, who was 
stan din g at the fron t gate. 
Neighbors an d p assers-by hurried to 
his assistan ce, an d he was carried to his 
house. 
It was clear to all that his in ­ 
juries were of the gravest character, an d 
an examin ation by the doctors showed 
them to be fatal. 
His hip was broken 
an d his skull an d cheek bon es crushed. 
All that was p ossible was don e for him, 
but he con tin ued to sin k, an d about 11 
o’clock life left his p oor, battered body. 
In the in terval there was a return , p ar. 
tial at least, of con sciousn ess. 
It ap p ears that he had been out driv­ 
in g his colt, an d on the way home, took 
up Mr. Hugo at the corn er of Bath an d 
Morgan streets, that gen tleman bein g on 
his way to breakfast. 
Half a square up 
Morgan street, the colt frighten ed at 
somethin g, an d ran in to a shade tree at 
E. B. Poun dston e’s residen ce, throwin g 
Mr. Hugo out backward. 
He fell al­ 
most p erp en dicularly up on his head, an d 
was at first thought to be fatally hurt. 
The horse ran on up the street, with the 
sad result already n arrated. Mr. Hugo 
was carried home on a stretcher, an d 
after remain in g un con scious for some 
time, rallied, an d has sin ce con tin ued to 
men d un til his comp lete recovery is n ow 
con fiden tly exp ected. 
This melan choly affair p rofoun dly 
shocked the whole commun ity, at d 
tin ged with sadn ess the crowds who 
gathered later for Memorial day ser­ 
vices. 
Up on every han d there were ex­ 
p ression s of sorrow an d of symp athy 
with the family, 
Mr. Mauzy’s 39 th birthday would have 
occurred n ext mon th. 
Although yet a 
youn g man , his rep utation as a safe an d 
up right busin ess man was well estab­ 
lished. 
Person ally, he was liked by 
everybody who kn ew him. ^ He bad a 
sin gularly even , cheerful an d hop eful 
disp osition , an d was always courteous 
an d p leasan t in his address. 
His family 
life was of the ideal typ e. 
The fun eral services were held at the 
home of his father, Mr. A. G. Mauzy, 
on Sun day aftern oon , Dr. A. R. Ben ton , 
Presiden t of Bn tler Un iversity, an d Rev. 
John H. MaoNeill con ductiug them. 
The burial was at East Hill, accordin g 
to the rites of the Mason ic an d Royal 
Arcan um orders.

W hile o n a visit here, ho wever, Miss 
Zeno r lo 6t her heart to Overby , a hand­ 
so me y o ung fello w o f this city , po ssessed 
o f plenty o t mo ney and engaging m an­ 
ners. 
Of this Sanders knew no thing un­ 
til he arrived here Sunday and called o n 
his sweetheart, per appo intment. 
As 
he arrived at tne ho use he was co n­ 
fro nted by Miss Zeno r and Overby , 
go ing fo r an evening stro ll. 
Taking in 
the situatio n, he began to upbraid the 
y o ung lady fo r her fickleness and a 
sto rm ing interview fo llo wed. 
Overby 
thereupo n espo used the y o ung lady 's 
cause, whereupo n Sanders demanded 
satisfactio n o n the field o f ho no r. 
As Kentuckians seldo m refuse invita­ 
tio ns o f this kind the challenge was ac­ 
cepted. The affair was q uietly arranged 
and at 11 o ’clo ck the principals, w ith 
their seco nds, arrived at the cemetery .

Overby 
was unco nscio us. 
Bo th the latter and 
the wo unded man were immediately put 
in carriages and driven away . 
Overby 
subseq uently left fo r Cincinnati, while 
Sanders is believed to have been taken to 
his ho use at Evansville.

It was while working for one of the 
numerous cattle companies that ranched 
in the Indian territory that I met ‘‘Two 
Bellies.” Ile had only lately returned 
from an enforced visit to Florida, where 
he had been sent a few years before for 
robbing a soldier on pay day. 
On his return the agent suggested that 
he go to w ork on the agency's farm along 
with a half a dozen other ex-braves, w ho 
were trying to follow the w hite man’s 
methods. 
But Twto Bellies, in acquiring 
knowledge, had been equally careful to 
forget nothing. 
One thing he remem­ 
bered with remarkable clearness, was 
that manual labor, under any and all cir­ 
cumstances, was something beneath a 
warrior.

flag fluttering down the trail that led to 
the village.

was not much sur­ 
prised to see Two Bellies next morn­ 
ing, accompanied by three congenial 
friends, with 
their usual 
following 
of dogs, approaching the “ teepe.” With 
a wave of the hand, that included bucks 
and dogs, as well as a mule I had sad­ 
dled, lie said: “ Me sisters Ned Chuck- 
away, want some.” 
Throw ing as much sarcasm as possible 
into my voice, I told him I was sorry to 
disappoint tho ladies, but, owing to an 
unexpected run on the larder last night, 
this boarding house was closed. 
I then rode off, leaving them tighten­ 
ing their belts and preparing to move on 
a plum thicket. 
On my return in the 
afternoon I found Two Bellies on guard. 
A small pile of firewood and a fresh 
bucket of water indicated that lie w as 
trying to regain the favor he had lost by 
hfc* heedless action in the morning. 
I 
then explained to him my orders from 
headquarters in regard to feeding his 
people, and he, in return, said that Crazy 
Mule was dieting his followers on dog 
meat, preparing for a feast and dance 
soon to be held, and, while he had no ob­ 
jection to the festivities, during Ins con­ 
finement he had lost Ins appetite for that 
dish. (I thought this a pity, for with his 
capacity he could very materially have 
reduced the canine census.)

It would have taken a keen ward 
worker to have told on the morning of 
election how the village would vote. 
History tells us that when the ballots 
were counted the leasers had carried 
their jiomt by a bare majority; but it 
forgets to mention that, in order to do 
this, more votes were counted than there 
were voters to cast them. 
When the old medicine man, by an 
hour s struggle w ith mental arithmetic 
and a final count by noses (the Indian 
method of balloting), had discovered this 
fact, he got out his Winchester and went 
around inquiring for Two Bellies. That 
worthy, by this time, however, was far 
on the road to the agency, and, as a cow­ 
boy who met him expressed it, “ lie had 
a move on himself like a man who was 
riding for a record.”

soon noticeable. Substantial buildings 
took the place of dugouts; corrals were 
built at convenient [joints; surveyors ran 
the lines between the ranges and wire 
fences followed close behind. 
Down at the agency Two Bellies was 
enjoying the reward for the part he had 
played, and, if his work could be judged 
by the reward, he had played it well. 
Right into the swum he landed, ai|d in a 
short time was putting on the airs of a 
man who ow ned the pool itself. Discard­ 
ing the tribal blanket and “ gee string,” 
he donned a major general’s coat, spring 
bottom pants and had his moccasins 
beaded to the heel. After the excitement 
that follow ed tile election had subsided 
he began to lay his plans for tile future. 
The first thing on the cards w its to se­ 
cure a squaw, After accomplishing this, 
being well satisfied with his bargain, he 
opened negotiations for another, and 
was soon recognized as a man of family 
and of affairs. 
He also enjoyed the 
favors and perquisites that formerly 
fell to the lot of Crazy Mule. As I saw 
him standing in front of the agency 
store one evening, with his hat tilted to 
the right angle, his cigar between his 
fingers, practicing spitting between his 
teeth, as became a [xffitician of his stand­ 
ing, I thought of the old medicine man 
out in his lonely village, shorn of w hat 
power and privileges it was possible for 
the agent to take from him, watching 
over and guarding alike his little corn 
patch and the sick children of his fol­ 
lowers, to whom, in spite of defeat, he 
was a chieftain still. 
And then I smiled 
as I remembered the w ords: “ May be 
so, pretty soon, long time come, things 
even up.” 
The years rolled by, and in the course 
of events another election w as held. The 
party who had been in power so long in 
Washington city stepped down and out, 
and the friends of reform took up the 
reins of government. 
The old chiefs assumed their places, 
while the [jets of the agents were sent to 
the rear. 
As I rode along I wondered what 
changes I would find at the village, which 
I was approaching. 
If I expected any I 
was disappointed. The same curs, ap­ 
parently, barked and snapped at my 
horse's heels; the squaws seemed busy 
w ith the same tasks, and under his arbor 
the old medicine man sat smoking his 
pipe with the air of a proprietor and one 
who had earned his rest, and further­ 
more had the advantage of knowing it. 
With a wave of the hand that included 
greeting and tin invitation to a seat, 
he bade me welcome and fell to asking 
me the whereabouts of the other boys, 
who in days gone by had “ smoked the 
old sisters” out of these thickets and sand 
hills. 
I answered tis best I could, for 
they were scattered from the Rio Grande 
to the British possessions. 
I in turn be­ 
gan to think of some of those who had 
played a prominent part in those days, 
and was about to put the question as to 
their fate, when the sight of a buck bend­ 
ing low under a load of wood att meted 
my attention.

GOD’S GIFT OF DEFENSE 


DR. TALMAGE’ S SERMON BEFORE THE 
THI RTEENTH REGI MENT. 


I t H a s Swung fo r Liberty a nd J u stice. 
The Tim e Is Co m ing W hen Ha tto ns W ill 
I 
D isband T heir A rm ies and the Swo rd 
W ill R e turn to Its Scabbard Fo rev er. 


B r o o k ly n , June 1. — Chaplain T. De 
W itt Taimage this evening preached the 
annual sermon before the Thirteenth 
regiment, in the Academy of Music. 
The stall officers and members of the 
regiment were immediately in front of 
the platform, and their friends thronged 
the galleries. 
The hymn sung was the 
national air: 
My country, ’tis of thee, 
I 
Sweet land of liberty. 
The subject of the sermon was: “The 
Sword—Its Mission and Its Doom.” 
The tex t, Isaiah x x x iv, 5: 4 ‘My sword 
shall be bathed in heaven. ” 
Three hundred and fifty-one times 
does the Bible speak of that sharp, 
k een, curved, inex orable weapon, which 
flashes upon us from the tex t—the 
sword. 
Sometimes the mention is ap- 
plaudatory and sometimes damnatory, 
sometimes as drawn, sometimes as 
sheathed. 
In the Bible, and in much 
secular literature, the sword represents 
all javelins, all musk ets, all carbines, 
all guns, ail police clubs, all battle 
ax es, all weaponry for physical de­ 
fense or attack . 
It would be an inter­ 
esting thing to give the history of the 
Plow, and follow its furrow ail down 
through the ages, from the first crop in 
Chaldea to the last crop in Minnesota. 
It would be interesting to follow the 
Pen as it has track ed its way on down 
through the literature of nations, from 
its first word in the first book to the 
Last word which some author last night 
wrote as ho closed his manuscript. 
It 
would be an interesting tiling to count 
the echoes of the Hammer from the 
first nail driven, down through all the 
mechanism of centuries to the last 
strok e in the carpenter’s shop yester­ 
day. 
But in tliis, my annual sermon 
as chaplain of the Thirteenth regiment, 
I propose tak ing up a weapon that has 
done a work that neither Plow nor Pen 
nor Hammer ever accomplished. 
My 
theme is the Sword—its mission and its 
doom. 
The sword of the tex t was bathed in 
heaven; that is, it was a sword of 
righteousnesss, as another sword may 
be bathed in hell, and the sword of 
cruelty and wrong. 
There is a great 
difference lx ?tween the sword of Wink - 
lereid and the sword of Cataline, be­ 
tween the sword of Leonidas and the 
sword of Benedict Arnold. 
In our ef­ 
fort to hasten the end of the war, we 
have hung the sword with abuses and 
ex ecrations, when it has had a divine 
mission, and when in many crises of 
the world’s history it has swung for 
liberty and justice, civilization and 
righteousness and God. 
At the very 
opening of the Bible and on the east 
side of the Garden of Eden, God 
placed a flaming sword to defend the 
tree of life. 
Of the officer of the law, St. Paul de­ 
clares: “He beareth not the sword hi 
vain.” Through Moses God command­ 
ed: “P ut every man his sword by his 
side.” David, in his prayer, says: “Gird 
thy sword upon thy thigh, O most 
mighty. ” 
One of the old battle shouts 
of the Old Testament was : “The sword 
of the Lord and of Gideon.” 
Clirist, in 
a great ex igency said, that such a 
weapon was more important than a 
coat, for he declared: “He that hath 
no sword, let him sell his garment and 
buy one. ” Again he declared; ‘ ‘I come 
not to send {X'aco but a sword.” Of 
Christ’s second coming it is said: “Out 
of his mouth went a sharp, two edged 
sword.” Thus, sometimes figuratively, 
but oftener literally, the divine mission 
of the sword is announced. 
CONSECRATED SWORDS. 
What more consecrated thing in the 
world than Joshua’s sword, or Caleb’s 
sword, or Gideon’s sword, or David’s 
sword, or Washington’s sword, or Mari­ 
on’s sword, or Iiiifayette's sword, or 
Wellington's sword, or 
Kosciusk o’s 
sword, or Garibaldi’s sword, or hun­ 
dreds of thousands of American swords 
that have iigain and iigain been bathed 
in heaven. 
Swords of that k ind have 
been the best friends of the human 
race. 
They have slain tyrannies, pried 
open dungeons, and cleared the way for 
nations in their march upward. 
It was 
better for them to tak e the sword and 
be free, than lie under the oppressor’s 
heel and suffer. 
There is something 
worse than death, and that is life if it 
must cringe and crouch before the 
wrong. 
Turn over the leaves of the world's 
liistory and find that there has never 
been a tyranny stopped or a nation lib­ 
erated ex cept by the sword. 
I am not 
talk ing to you about the way things 
ought to bo, but about the way they 
have been. W hat force drove back the 
Saracens at Tours and k ept Europe 
from being overwhelmed by Moham­ 
medanism and subseq uently all America 
given over to Mohammedanism? The 
sword of Charles Martel and his men. 
Who can deal enough in infinities to tell 
what was accomplished for the world’s 
good by the sword of Joan of Arc? In 
December last I look ed off and saw in 
the distance the battle field of Mara­ 
thon, and I ask ed myself what was it 
that on that most tremendous day in 
history stopped the Persian hosts, rep­ 
resenting not only Persia, but Egypt, 
and Tripoli, and Afghanistan, and Be- 
loocliistan, and Armenia, a host that had 
Asia under foot and proposed to put 
Europe under foot, and, if successful 
in that battle, would have submerged 
by Asiatic barbarism European civiliza­ 
tion, and, as a conseq uence, iq after 


time American civilization? The swords 
a t MQtiades, and Themistocles, and Aris­ 
tides. At the waving of these swords the 
eleven thousand lancers of Athens on 
the run dashed against the one hun­ 
dred thousand insolent Persians, and 
trampled them down or pushed them 
back into the sea. 
The sword of that 
day saved the best part of the hemis­ 
pheres, a trinity of k een steel flashing 
in the two lights—the light of the set­ 
ting sun of barbarism, the light of the 
rising sun of civilization. 
Hail to these 
three great swords bathed in heaven! 
Rom e ’s 
e a gl e s w e r e v a n q ui s he d . 
W hat put an end to infamous Louis 
XVTs plan of universal conq uest, by 
which England would have been made 
to k neel on the steps of the Tuileries 
and the Anglo Sax on race would have 
been halted and all Europe paralyzed? 
The sword of Marlborough, at Blen­ 
heim. 
Time came when the Roman 
war eagles, whose beak s had been 
punched into the heart of nations, must 
be brought down from their eyries. All 
other attempts had disgracefully failed, 
but the Germans, the mightiest nation 
for brawn and brain, undertook the 
work , and, under God, 
succeeded. 
What drove back the Roman cavalry 
till the horses, wounded, flung their 
riders and the la« t rider perished, and 
the Hercynian forest became the scene 
of Rome’s humiliation? The sword, 
the brave sword, the trium phant sword 
of Arminius. 
While passing through France last 
January my nerves tingled with ex cite­ 
ment and I rose in the car, the bi tter 
to see the battlefield of Chalons, the 
mounds and breastwork s still visible, 
though nearly five hundred years ago 
they were shoveled up. 
Here Attila, 
the heathen monster, called by himself 
the “Scourge of God, for the punish­ 
ment of Christians,” his life a massacre 
of nations, came to ignominious defeat, 
and he put into one great pile the 
wooden saddles of his cavalry, and the 
spoils of the cities and k ingdoms he 
had sack ed, and placed on top of this 
holocaust the women who hail accom­ 
panied him in his devastating march, 
ordering that the torch be put to the 
pile. 
W hat power brok e that sword, 
and stayed that red scourge of cruelty 
that was rolling over Europe? 
The 
sword of Theodoric and Actius. 
THE COLONIES’ VICTORY. 
To come down to later ages, all in­ 
telligent Englishmen unite w ith all in­ 
telligent Americans in saying that it 
was the best thing that the American 
colonies swung off from the government 
of Great Britain. 
It would have been 
the worst absurdity of four thousand 
years if this continent should have con­ 
tinued in loyalty to a throne on the 
other side of the sea. 
No one would 
propose a governor general for the 
United States as there is a governor 
general for Canada. 
We liave had 
splendid q ueens in our American Capi­ 
tol, but we could hardly be brought to 
support a q ueen on the other side of the 
Atlantic, lovely and good as Victoria is. 
The only use we have for earls and 
lords and duk es in this country is to 
* 
treat them well when they pass through 
to their hunting grounds in the far 
west, or, when their fortunes have fail­ 
ed, re-enforce them by wealthy matri­ 
monial alliance. 
Imagine this nation 
yet a part of English possessions! 
The 
rouble the mother country has today 
with Ireland would lie a paradisaic con­ 
dition compared with the trouble she 
would have with us. 
England and the United States mak e 
ex cellent neighbors, but the two fam­ 
ilies are too large to live in the same 
house. 
W hat 
a 
godsend that we 
should have parted, and parted long 
ago! 
But I can think of no other way in 
which wo could have possibly achieved 
American independence. 
George the 
Third, the half crazy k ing, would not 
lave let us go. 
Lord North, his prime 
minister, would not have let us go. 
Glen. Lord Cornwallis would not have 
et us go, although after York town he 
was glad enough to have us let him go. 
Ijex ington, and Bunk er Hill, and Mon­ 
mouth, and Trenton, and Valley Forge 
were proofs positive that they were not 
willing to let us go. 
Any committee 
of Americans going across the ocean 
o see what could have been done 
vould 
have found 
no better ac­ 
commodations 
than 
London 
Tow­ 
er. 
The 
only way it could have 
Teen done was by the sword, your 
^reat-grandfather’s sword. 
Jefferson’s 
yen could write the Declaration of In­ 
dependence, but only Washington’s 
sword could have achieved it, and the 
other swords bathed in heaven. 


THE SWORD’S USES. 
So now the sword has its uses, al- 
hougli it is a sheathed sword. 
There 
is not an armory in Brook lyn, or New 
York , or Philadelphia, or Chicago, or 
Charleston, or New Orleans, or any 
American city that could be spared. 
We have in all our American cities a 
ruffian population who, though they 
are small in number, compart'd with 
;he good population, would again and 
again mak e rough and stormy times if, 
'ack of our mayors and common coun- 
Is and police, there were not in the 
armories and arsenals some k een steel 
which, if brought into play, would 
mak e q uick work with mobocracy. 
There art' in every great community 
unprincipled men who lik e a row on a 
large scale, and they heat themselves 
with sour mash and old rye and other 
decoctions, enriched with blue vitriol, 
potash, turpentine, sugar of lead, sul­ 
phuric acid, logw ood, strychnine, night­ 
shade and other precious ingredients, 
and tak e down a whole glass with a re­ 
sounding “Ah!” of satisfaction. When 
they get that stuff in them, and 
th e 
blue vitriol collides w ith the potash, and 
the turpentine with the sulphuric acid, 
tlie victims are ready for anything but 
order and decency and good govem- 


ment. 
Again and again, in our Ameri­ 
can cities has the necessity of home 
guards been demonstrated. 
We remember how, when the sol­ 
diers were all away to the war in 1863- 
64, what conflagrations were k indled 
in the streets of New York , and what 
negroes were hung. 
Some of you re­ 
member the great riots in Pliiladelphia 
at fires, sometimes k indled just for the 
opportunity of uproar and despoliation. 
In 1849 a hiss at a theatre would have 
resulted in New York city demolished 
had it not been for the citizen soldiery. 
Because of an insult which the Ameri­ 
can actor Edwin Forrest had received 
in England from the friends of Mr. 
Macready, the English actor, when the 
latter appeared in New York , in Mac­ 
beth, the distinguished Englislmian was 
hissed and mobbed, the walls of the 
city having been placarded with the 
announcement: 4‘Shall Americans or 
English rule in this city ?” 
Streets were 
filled with a crowd, insane with passion. 
The riot act was read, but it only 
evok ed louder yells and heavier volleys 
of stones, and the whole city was 
threatened with violence and assassina­ 
tion. 
But the Seventh regiment, under 
Gen. Duryea, marched through Broad­ 
way, preceded by mounted troops, and 
at 
the command: 
4‘Fire! 
Guards! 
Fire!” the mob scattered, and New 
York was saved. 
W hat would have 
become of Chicago, two or three years 
ago, when the police lay dead in the 
streets, had not the sharp command of 
military officers been given. 
l)o not 
charge such scenes upon American in­ 
stitutions. 
They are as old as the 
Ephesian mob that howled for two 
hours in Paul's time about the theatre, 
amid the ruins of which I stood last 
January. 
They wTere witnessed in 1675 
in London, when the weavers paraded 
the streets and entered buildings to 
destroy tho machinery of those who, 
W 
m 
7 
because of tli ir new inventions, could 
undersell the rest. 
They were wit­ 
nessed in 17S1 at the trial of Lord 
George Gordon, when there was a re­ 
ligious riot. 
Again, in 1719 , when the rabble cried, 
“Down with the Presbyterians! Down 
with the meeting houses!” There al­ 
ways have been, and always will be, in 
great communities, a class of people 
that cannot govern themselves and 
which ordinary means cannot govern, 
and there are ex igencies which nothing 
but the sword can meet. 
Aye, the 
militia are the very last regiments that 
it will be safe to disband. 


ARBITRATION IS COMING. 
Arbitrament will tak e the place of 
war between nation and nation, and 
national armies will disband as a con­ 
seq uence, and the time will come—God 
hasten it!—when there will be no need 
of .an American army or navy, or a 
Russian army or navy. But, some time 
after that, cities will have to k eep their 
armories, and arsenals, and well drilled 
militia, because until the millenial day 
there will be populations with whom 
arbitram ent will be as impossible as 
treaty with a cavern of hyenas or a 
jungle of snak es. 
These men who rob 
stores and give garroter’s hug, and 
prowl about the wharves at midnight, 
and rattle the dice in gambling hells, 
and go armed with pistol or dirk , will 
refrain from disturbance of the public 
peace' just in proportion as they realize 
that the militia of a city, instead of be­ 
ing an awk ward sq uad, and in danger 
of shooting each other by mistak e, or 
losing their own life by look ing down 
into the gun barrel to see if it is loaded, 
or getting the ramrod fast in their boot 
leg, are prompt as the sunrise, k een as 
the north wind, potent as a thunder­ 
bolt, and accurate, and regular, and 
disciplined in their movements as the 
planetary system. 
Well done, then. I say to legislatures, 
.and governors, and mayors, and ail 
officials who decide upon larger armor­ 
ies and better places for drill and more 
generous eq uipment for the militia. 
The sooner the sword ran safely go 
back to the scabbard to stay there, the 
better; but until the hilt clangs against 
the case in that final lodgment, let the 
sword be k ept free from rust ; sharp all 
along the edge and its point lik e a 
needle, and the handles polished, not 
only by the chamois of the regimental 
servant, but by the hand of brave and 
patriotic officers, always ready to do 
their full duty. 
Such swords are not 
bathed in impetuousity, or bathed hi 
cruelty, or bathed in oppression, or 
bathed 
in 
outrage, but bathed in 
heaven. 
Before 1 speak of the doom of the 
sword, let me also say that it has de­ 
veloped the grandest natures that the 
world ever saw. 
It has developed 
courage—t’iat sublime energy of the 
soul wlfich defies the universe when it 
feels itself to bo in the right. 
It has 
developed a self sacrifice which repudi­ 
ates the idea that our life is worth more 
than anything else, when for a princi­ 
ple it throws that life away, as much as 
to say, It is not necessary That I live, 
but it is necessary that righteousness 
triumph. 
Th re arc tens of thoii&ands 
among the northern . nd southern vet­ 
erans of our civil w. r who are 9 5 per 
cent, larger and mightier in soul than 
they would liav 
been had they not, 
during the four years of national agony, 
turned their back on home and fortune 
and at the front sacrificed all fora prin­ 
ciple. 
It was the sword which on the north­ 
ern side developed a Grant, a McClel­ 
lan, a Hook er, a Hancock , a Slierman, 
a Sheridan and Admirals Farragut and 
Porter, and on the southern side a Lee, 
a Jack son, a Hill, a Gordon and the 
Johnstons, Albert Sydney and Joseph 
E., and Admiral Semmes, and many 
Federáis and Confederates whose graves 
in national cemeteries are mark ed “Un­ 
k nown,” yet who were just as self sae- 


riflcing and brave as any a t their major 
generals, and whose resting places all 
np and down the bank s of the Andros­ 
coggin, the Hudson, the Potomac, the 
Mississippi and the Alabama have re­ 
cently been snowed under with white 
flowers typical of resurrection, and 
strewn with red flowers commemora­ 
tive of the carnage through which they 
passed, and the blue flowers illustrative 
of the sk ies through which they as­ 
cended. 
THE DOOM OF THE SWORD. 
But the sword is doomed. 
There is 
one word that needs to be written in 
every throne room, in every war office, 
in every navy yard, in even’ national 
council. 
That word is Disarmament. 
But no government can afford to throw 
its sword away until all the great gov­ 
ernments have agreed to do the same. 
Through the influence of the recent 
convention of North and South Ameri­ 
can governments at Washington, and 
through the peace convention to be 
held nex t July in London, and other 
movements in which prime ministers, 
and k ings, and q ueens, and sultans, 
and czars shall tak e part, all civilized 
nations will como to disarmament and 
if a few barbarian races decline to q uit 
war, then all the decent nations will 
send out a force of continental police 
to wipe out from the face of the earth 
the miscreants. But until disarmament 
and conseq uent arbitration shall be 
agreed to by all the great governments, 
any single government that dismantles 
its fortresses, and spik es its guns, and 
break s i^s iword, would simply invite 
its own destruction. 
Suppose, before such general agree 
mdht, England should throw away her 
sword; think you France has forgotten 
Waterloo? Suppose l>efore such general 
agreement Germany should throw away 
her sword; how long would Alsace and 
Lorraine stay as they are ? Suppose the 
czar of Russia before any such general 
agreement should throw away his sword; 
all the eagles and vultures and lions 
o i 
European power would gather for a 
piece of the Russian bear. 
Suppose the 
United States without any such general 
agreement 
of 
disarmament 
should 
throw a wa y her sword; it would not be 
long before the Narrows of our harboi 
would be ablaze with the bunting oi 
foreign navies coining here to show the 
folly of the 4‘Monroe Doctrine.” 


THE NIGHTMARE OF NATIONS. 
Side by side the two movements must 
go. 
Complete armament 
until all 
agree to disarmament. 
At the same 
command of “ H alt!” all nations halt­ 
ing. At the same command of “Ground 
arms!” all musk ets thumping. 
At the 
same command of 4‘Break rank s!” all 
armies disbanding. 
That may be near­ 
er than you tliink . The standing army 
is the nightmare of nations. 
England 
wants to get rid of it, Germany is being 
eaten up by it, Russia is almost tax ed 
to death with it. 
Suppose that the 
millions of men belonging to the stand­ 
ing armies of the world and in absolute 
idleness, for the most part of their 
lives, should become producers instead 
of consumers. 
Would not the world’s 
prosperities improve, and the world’s 
morals be better? Or have you the 
heathenish idea that war is necessary 
to k ill off the surplus populations of 
the earth, and that without it the 
world would be so crowded there would 
soon be no reserved seats and even the 
standing room would be ex hausted? 
All! I tliink wo can trust to the pneu­ 
monias, and the consumptions and the 
fevers and the Russian grippes to k ill 
the people fast enough. 
Beside that, when the world gets too 
full God will blow up tho whole con­ 
cern and start another world and a 
bettor one. 
Beside that, war k ills the 
people who can least be spared. 
It 
tak es the pick of the nations. 
Those 
whom we could easily spare to go to 
the front, arc? in the penitentiary, and 
their duties detain them in that limited 
sphere. 
No; it is the public spirited 
and the valorous who go out to die. 
Mostly are they young men. 
If they 
were aged, and hail only five or ten 
years at the most to live, the sacrifice 
would not be so great. 
But it is those 
who have forty or fifty years to live 
who step into the jaws of battle. 
In our war Col. Ellsworth fell while 
yet a mere lad. 
Renowned McPherson 
was only 35. 
Magnificent Reynolds 
was only 43. 
Hundreds of thousands 
fell between 20 and 30 years of age. 
I 
look ed into the faces of the French 
and German troops as they went out to 
fight at Sedan, and they were for the 
most part armies of splendid boys. 
So 
in all ages war lias preferred to sacrifice 
the young. 
Alex ander the Great died 
at 32. 
When war slays the young it 
not only tak es down that which they 
are, but that which they might have 
been. 
THE FULFILLMENT OF THE PROPHECY. 
So we are glad at the Isaiahic proph­ 
ecy, that the time is coming when na­ 
tion shall not lift up sword against na­ 
tion. 
Indeed, both swords shall go 
back into the scabbard— the sword 
bathed in heaven and the swrord bathed 
in hell. 
In a war in Spain a #oldier 
went on «a sk irmishing ex jx dition and, 
secluded in a bush, he hail the oppor­ 
tunity of shooting a soldier of the other 
army, who had strolled away from his 
tent. 
He took aim and dropped him. 
Running up to the fallen man he took 
liis k napsack for spoil, and a letter 
dropped out of it, and it turned out to 
be a letter signed by his own father; in 
other words, he had shot his brother. 
If the brotherhood of man be a true 
doctrine, then he who shoots another 
man always shoots his own brother. 
W hat a horror is war and its cruel­ 
ties were well illustrated w hen the Tar­ 
tars, after sweeping through Russia and 
Poland, displayed with pride nine great 
sack s filled with the right ears < *f the 
fallen, and whan a correspondent of 


The Lo ndo n Time« , writing o flf the 
wo unded after the battle o f Sedan, 
« aid: 4‘Ev ery mo an that 
the human 
voice can utter rose from that heap of 
agony, and the caries of ‘Water! Fbr 
the love of God, water! 
A doctor! 
A 
doctor!’ never ceased.” 
After war has 
wrought such cruelties, how glad we 
wall be to have the Old Monster himself 
die. 
Let his dying couch be spread in 
some dismantled fortress, through which 
the stormy winds howl. 
Give him for 
a pillow a battered shield, and let his 
bed be hard with the mated bayonets 
of the slain. 
Cover him with the 
coarsest blank et that pick et ever wore, 
and let his only cup be the bleached 
bone of one of his war chargers, and 
the last taper by his bedside ex pire as 
the midnight blast sighs into his ear: 
4 ‘The candle of the wick ed shall be put 
out.” 
To-night against the sk y of the glo­ 
rious future I see a great blaze. 
It is a 
foundry in full blast. 
The work men 
have stirred the flree until the furnaces 
are seven times heated. The last wagon 
load of the world’s swoon Is has been 
hauled into the foundry, and they are 
tumbled into the furnace, and they be­ 
gin to glow and redden and melt, and 
in hissing and spark ling liq uid they roll 
on down through the crevice of rock 
until they fall into a mold shaped lik e 
the iron foot of a plow. 
Then the 
liq uid cools off into a hard metal, and, 
brought out on an anvil, it is beaten 
and pounded and fashioned, strok e 
after strok e, until that which was a 
weapon to reap harvests of men be­ 
comes an implement turning the soil 
for harvests of corn, the sword having 
become the plowshare. 
A SALUTATION OF GOOD WISHES AND 
PRAYERS. 
Officers and comrades of the Thir­ 
teenth regiment of state m ilitia: After 
another year of pleasant acq uaintance 
I hail you with a salutation all made 
up of good wishes and prayers. 
Hon­ 
ored with residence in the best city oi 
the best land under the sun, let us ded­ 
icate ourselves anew to God and coun­ 
try and hom e! 
In the English conflict 
called “The W ar of the Roses” a white 
rose was the badge of the house 
o i 
York and the red rose the badge of the 
house of lancaster, and with these two 
colors they opposed each other in bat 
tie. 
To enlist you in the Holy W ar for 
all that is good against all that is 
wrong, I pin over your heart two 
badges, the one suggestive of the blood 
shed for our redemption and the other 
symbolic of a soul made white and 
clean—the Rose of Sharon and the 
Lily of the Valley. 
Be these hence 
forth our regimental symbols—Rose 
and Lily, Lily and Rose!

C lev elan d , <3., May 31.—The m onu­ 
m ent erected by a grateful country to 
the memory of the m artyred president, 
Jam es A. Garfield, 
formally un­ 
v eiled yesterday in fte presence of an 
immense throng. 
Prior to the exer­ 
cises at Lake View cemetery there was 
a parade, in which the G rand Army 
posts from all ov er the state, the state 
m ilitia, v eterans of the w ar and uni­ 
formed and c iv ic societies participated. 
The surv iv ors of Garfield’s old regi­ 
m ent, the Forty-second Ohio Volunteer 
infantry, had the right of line. 
Presi­ 
dent Ha 
.ton, w ith ex-president Hayes, 
rode in a carriage draw n by four horses. 
The streets were packed solid and the 
buildings gaily decorated. 
At the cemetery ex-president Hayes 
was the presiding oihcer of the day. 
A m o n g those gathered upon the grand 
stand were 
President Harrison, Vice 
President Morton, Gen. Sherm an, Sec­ 
retary Rusk, Postm aster General W ana- 
maker, Hon. W illiam McKinley, Jr., 
Hon. 
W ayne 
McVeagh, 
Gov ernor 
Cambpell and stall', ex-Gov ern or F air­ 
child. 
Mrs. Garfield and her children 
occupied a position on the right of the 
chair. 
The oration was deliv ered by 
Gen. Joseph B. Cox, of Cincinnati. 
A 
choir of 500 v oices rendered the musical 
selections, which included the hallelujah 
chorus from the “Messiah,’* “Oh, Weep 
for the Brav e,” “Ye Sons of Columbia,” 
“Am erica,” and the doxology. 
The idea of the m onument unv eiled 
yesterday originated w ith a m eeting of 
prominent citizens held in Clev eland on 
Sept. £ 0, 1881, the day following Presi­ 
dent Garfield’s death. 
An address was 
issued to the people of the United States 
and the response was generous. 
Con­ 
tributions to a total of $134,000 came in 
from ev ery state and territory in the 
union. 
Ohio led the list with $00,000, 
of which $45,000 was contributed by the 
citizens of Clev eland. 
The fund was 
increased to $150,000 by the interest m id 
by the banks on the deposits, and in 
1882 the Garfield Memorial National as­ 
sociation was incorporated by ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes, Senator H. B. Pav ne, ex- 
Congressman Charles Foster, John D. 
Rockefeller and sev eral others. 
Prizes 
ranging from $1,000 to $500 were offered 
for the best designs for a m onum ent, 
and of the fifty artists and architects 
that resjMjnded George Keller, of H art­ 
ford, Conn., secured the first prize. 
The memorial stands on the most 
prom inent spot in the cemetery, and 
can be seen from all directions for many 
miles. 
Projecting at the base of the 
tower on the north is a square porch 
containing the reception room for v isit­ 
ors and the office of the custodian. 
The 
upper part of the porch is decorated 
w ith an historic frieze div ided into fiv e 
sections which represented in bas-relief 
the ex-president as a teacher, soldier, 
statesm an, president and m artyr. 
One 
of the panels, which represents Gen. 
Garfield taking the presidential oath of 
office, contains portraits of ex-President 
Hayes, Vice President A rthur. Gens. 
Sherm an and Logan, Jam es G. Blaine, 
Chief Justice W aite, Hon. W illiam M. 
Ev arts and Carl Schurz. 
E ntering through a wide and richly 
decorated 
memorial, 
and 
passing 
through a stone v aulted v estibule w ith 
a m ar hie mosaic pav ement, the interior 
of the memorial temple is reached. 
It 
is circular in form, and in the center on 
a m arble pav ed dais, is a jiedestal of 
Italian marble, on which stands the 
statue projier. 
It is of heroic size, and 
represents Gen. Garfield about to address 
the house of repn*seutativ es. The statue 
was designed by Alexander Doyle, an 
old Ohio boy, now residing in New 
York, and -including the chair from 
which the orator is supposed to hav e 
arisen, is carv ed from one massiv e block 
of Carrara marble. 
The height of the 
figure is sev en feet nine inches, and the 
likeness is a striking one. 
A rranged in 
a circle around the statue are eight mas­ 
siv e columns of deep-colored granite, 
supporting a dome twenty-two feet in 
diam eter, and abov e is a rich frieze of 
m arble mosaic presenting an allegorical 
procession of the dead president. 
Ov er the entrance door to the outer 
chamber, on the inside, are figures of 
war, fully armed, and of peace, bearing 
the oliv e branch—typical of Garfield’s 
serv ices in camp ana court. 
Beneath 
the figures is the inscription; “Erected 
by a G rateful Country in Memory of 
Jam es A. Garfield, Twenthieth Presi­ 
dent of the United States of America, 
Scholar, Soldier, 
Statesman. 
Patriot. 
Born Nov . 19, 1831; died Sept. 19, 1831.” 
The remains rest in the crypt in a 
bronze casket, beneath the statue, while 
near by are those of his mother, whose 
dying wish was that she m ight find a 
final resting place beside her son. 
Later. 
Thirteen is the num ber of liv es lost in 
the Oakland disaster Friday afternoon.

W ashin gton , June 3.—Monday was 
really the first warm day of the season, 
and it had its effect upon members of 
congress. In the house there was barely 
a quorum , and the business dragged 
along in a monotonous way, although 
Monday is usually a v ery busy day, be­ 
cause it is general suspension day. when 
ev ery member has a chance to call up a 
fav orite bill and try to hav e it passed. 
But warm weather is a thing which tells 
v ery quickly on congressmen. 
Already, although we hav e only had a 
taste of heat, members hav e commenced 
to talk in earnest about early adjourn­ 
ment. 
A day or two ago there were all 
sorts of rum ors about congress being 
compelled to sit until September. 
Mon­ 
day senators, as well as members, talked 
about their ability to pass a tariff bill 
early next m onth, and adjourn before 
August, at any rate. 
The caucus at night showed the effect 
of the warm weather. 
There was ev i­ 
dently a desire to shape m atters for leg­ 
islation, so that v ery little will hav e to 
be done, except upon bills of great im ­ 
portance. 
T’ih will be arranged so as 
to take the slightest possible tim e in the 
house, and rapid action in the senate 
will also be prov ided for. 
W arm weather quicker than anything 
else is sure to bring about an early ad­ 
journm ent. 
If the w eather continues 
hot for the next two weeks W ashington 
will be almost deserted, the halls of con­ 
gress will be daily without a a norum , 
and congress will almost die of inani­ 
tion. 
The m ercury Monday went up 
into the 80*s, and as Speaker Reed 
mopped his great, round face he said the 
house would he ready to adjourn bv the 
Fourth of Julv . but he did not think the 
senate would he through at that time. 


PROPOSED UNION OF ALL CHURCHES. 


B i» ho p F aret Talk» A bo ut th e Q uestio n. 
T he S tu m b lin g Blo ck» . 
B altim or e , June 3.—Bi-hop W illiam 
Paret, of the Episcopal diocese, said to 
a reporter of The American, regardinga 
union of the Episcopal and Presbyterian 
churches: 
“The point is this: 
In 1886 the house 
of bishops of the Protestant Episcopal 
church sent to all Christian bodies let­ 
ters expressing readiness to confer in 
kindness w ith anybody desiring it for 
the unity of all church people, nam ing 
four things which were considered be- 
j'ond compromise. 
They were, first, the 
integrity of the scripture: second, the old 
Christian (Nicene) creed: third, the two 
sacram ents, baptism and the Lord's sup- 
g 
er w ithout any m utilation; fourth, the 
istoric episcopate. 
“Upon the first three things the Pres­ 
byterians express their entire assent, 
and the only point of div ergence is in 
regard to the fourth—the historic epis­ 
copate. 
These letters. sus you can see. 
were sent out ov er four years ago. and 
this is the first formal reply we hav e re­ 
ceiv ed. 
The Lutherans answered pretty 
sharply and said they would hav e noth­ 
ing to do w ith such a mov e, while other 
bodies res]>onded w ith more or less gen­ 
tleness. 
No comm unication was sent to 
the Catholics, because it is known they 
would not hav e come in. 
This is too 
great a m atter, if ev er accomplished, to 
be done in haste. 
There are enormous 
difficulties in the way, and in my opin­ 
ion the problem is a terrible one. 
The 
result or such a union no one could now 
well tell. ”

One fam ily was taken off 
the tree tops the next morning, where 
they had been swept by the flood.

of the family had been swept out and 
drowned. Search for the missing bodies 
has so far been unsuccessful.

Sco o p sho v els at P a v e j’s, 


One of the Many M eetings That O ccupied 
at Bladen» b<uns, Md. 
In the nav al history of the United 
States Stephen Decatur’s name ranks on 
the first page. 
On the ship Preble, be­ 
fore Tripoli, as a lieutenant, he won 
promotion, and his rise thereafter was 
steady and brilliant. 
The only tarnish 
in his honorable life was his death at Bla- 
densburg. 
Barron, like Decatur, was an 
officer in the United States nav y . 
He 
had been suspended from serv ice for fiv e 
y ears before the war of 1212-14, because 
his ship, the Chesapeake, unprepared, 
was boarded by the British ship Leopard. 
The tinge of cowardice naturally colored 
his life and reflected all his acte. He went 
abroad, a broken man, and being in Eng­ 
land when the war broke out, was neces­ 
sarily detained during its continuance. 
On his return he applied for activ e ser­ 
v ice and a ship. 
His application met 
with resistance; he was despised by his 
fellow officers, and his absence from the 
country during her hour of need was se­ 
v erely commented upon. Gossip became 
busy , and it was reported to Barron that 
Decatur was the foremost of his persecu­ 
tors. 
Then there began a long corre­ 
spondence between the two. 
Mutual 
friends widened the breach, and at last 
Barron, stung to madness at the imputa­ 
tion of cowardice ev ery where thrust 
upon him, challenged Decatur. 
No man of his time was more skilled 
in the use of a weapon than Decatur; no 
man more of an adept in dueling. 
It 
had been to him a pastime from his 
school day s up. 
He unhesitatingly ac­ 
cepted Barron’s challenge, and with fas­ 
tidious niceness prepared his worldly 
affairs. 
He wrote his will, kissed his 
« deeping wife good-by , and rode out on 
the raw, chilly morning of March 22, 
18 20, to seek his death at the accursed 
spot of Bladensburg.

easily Made Rat Traps. 
Rats may readily be induced to jump 
or drop into any receptacle if it affords 
them adequate concealment, and they do 
this without one lingering suspicion of 
their inability to reach the only ex isting 
outlet when the time for retreat ap­ 
proaches. 
Traps on this principle may 
readily be designed and are obv iously 
preferable to our rat traps where the 
v ermin are numerous. 
They are used in 
Burmah, where the rats are a perfect 
pest. A jar trap was set for three nights. 
On the first occasion I saw sev enty -two 
rats turned out, on the second night 
only nine were caught and on the third 
night not one was caught. The trap was 
then put away for some weeks, when it 
was again successfully used.—London 
Field.

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Arkansas Letter. 


W h it e County , Ark., May 27 , 18 90. 
To the Editor of the 
R e p u b l i c a n : 
Perhaps some of y our readers may 
have a curiosity to know the location of 
Judsonia, near which I am writing these 
random notes this glorious bright m orn­ 
ing. 
Jadson ia is on the L ittle Red, a 
tributary of the W hite river, in about 
35 degrees, 15 minutes north latitude 
and 91 degrees, 30 m inutes west longi­ 
tude. 
It is a pretty little town, scatter­ 
ed, like many of the Southern towns, 
over a wide ex tent of ground, with large 
lots and plen ty of shade trees, magnifi- 
cent roses and other flowering shrubs, 
among which I note with pleasure, my 
old favorite of Alabama, the Magnolia 
Grandiflora. 
Though it is past the first 
glorious display of abun dan t bloom, 
still there are enough of the large 
creamy white and fragrant blossoms 
resting amid the large bright, green and 
glossy leaves to enchant every heart 
susceptible to the beauties of n ature. 
It claims 800 as its population, 11 busi­ 
ness houses, an an ex tensive box fa c tj^ , 
a canning establishm ent and 2 large saw 
mills on the bank of L ittle B§ d river, 
on which float large rafts of piDe logs, 
that have been brought down from above, 
and also others brought up from below 
by the steam tugs. 
This stream is navi­ 
gable to Judson ia for steam boats, about 
nine months of the y ear. 
Rut the great 
industry of the country around Judson ia 
is the fruit business. 
It is a business 
that is rapidly developing. 
It is esti­ 
m ated that there are 600 acres of straw­ 
berries in full bearing with 300 or 100 
acres of new plantations. 
There are 
about 2,000 acres in peaches, 1,000 acres 
in wild goose plums, 1,000 acres in toma­ 
toes, 200 in apples and a large acreage in 
grapes, pears, raspberries and blackber­ 
ries. 
D uring the shipping season, it is 
a perfect rush all the time to get them 
gathered in good order. 
Every man, 
woman and child is busy , hundreds o t 
people come down from the mountains 
to remain during the fruit season to earn 
some money . 
A picker gets 2 cents a 
quart, and can gather from 60 to 
100 a 
day , this is the average, but some can 
do much more. 
It is curious to see 
from 10 to 30 men, women and children 
all at work, each one having a rack carry ­ 
ing 6 quart box es. 
This season the 
strawberries, blackberries and grapes 
are a full crop, but peaches, plums, 
pears and apples are almost a failure, 
from the same cause that ruined our 
wheat, namely late and severe frosts. 
The soil of this country near the rivers 
is sandy and rocky . 
The rocks are all 
sandstone, some soft and pliable but 
generally very hard and capable of 
withstanding all changes of tem pera­ 
ture or weather. 
This makes the culti­ 
vation laborious and unprofitable. These 
rocks are scattered all over the surface, 
and vary in size from five pounds to five 
tons. 
They are generally flat or rectan ­ 
gular and make a good wall, and as they 
have to be taken off the ground (that is, 
those that can be) before it can be suc­ 
cessfully cultivated, we frequently see 
splendid walls half a mile long. 
As y ou 
get three or four miles away from the 
stream s these disappear and we have a 
soil composed of sand and clay , red in 
color and of considerable stren gth and 
fertility . 
This is a wooded country , large tall 
tim ber principally , the very best varie­ 
ties oi oak standing widely apart and 
the intervals crowded with a dense un ­ 
dergrowth of oak, hickory , elm, black 
gum and various other kinds of trees 
and shrubs, with vines in profusion, 
some armed with formidable thorns cap­ 
able of arresting the atten tion of the 
m ost careless ex plorer of these primeval 
forests of Arkansas. 
The im penetrable 
character of these wilds, is the incentive 
to the autum nal tires that frequently 
sweep the woods, killing all the small 
undergrow th aboveground, but destroy ­ 
ing no life, for every root is ready nex t 
sprin g to send up the most vigorous 
shoots of shrub or vine to renew the 
dense and 
tangled wilderness. 
This 
almost indestructible vitality of vegeta­ 
ble growth is one of the curses of this 
country . 
In clearing land, no m atter 
how carefully y ou grub the bushes, the 
nex t y ear and for y ears to come, they 
keep sproutin g up, making it provoking 
and toilsome to eradicate the pests. 
M any strange weeds are found in wood 
and field. 
B right hued flowers are seen 
along the road sides, flowers that we 
cultivate with care, are here seen lux uri­ 
atin g in their native clime. 
Along the 
dismal shores of Black river and along 
the stream s here the dwarf scarlet blos­ 
somed Buckey e is seen illum inating tbe 
scene. It does not grow more than five 
feet high, a compact bush, in leaf and 
limb and shape of blossom the ex act 
coun terpart of ours, but the blossoms 
are a bright scarlet and most beautiful 
to behold. 
All who have been in the 
Gulf states durin g the spring time are 
familiar with the sight of these children 
of the swamp. 
All along the borders of 
lower W hite river the cane grows lux 
urian tly , and my grandson's fishing rods 
cost n othing but the trouble of cuttin g. 
The woods here hav^ plenty of wild tur­ 
key s, coons, oppos8um 8, squirrels, and 
at some seasons d e e r; they prefer the 
cane brakes to the up-lands. 
I have 
never seen or heard so many quail as 
are to be found here—their notes are 
beard on every side. 
The mocking bird 
is here at home, and in great numbers ; 
its varied song thrills us from many a 
shady bush, and tbe glin t of its plumage 
enlivens the scene. 
They are fond of 
hum an habitation. 
A pair have built 
their n est and ate rearing their y oung in 
a small cedar tree, not three rods from 
where I am now writing, just in front 
of John 's house. 
Numerous children 
are passing and repassing continually , 
but it does not seem to alarm these 
charm ing songsters or disturb a note in 
their song. 
W hen evening shades pre­ 
vail, from various quarters come 
the 
peculiar, stran ge and shrill cry of the 
W hip-poor-will. 
Every evening 
they 


song, that are entire strangers to me, 
and which I will not attem pt to des­ 
cribe. 
There are plen ty of tbe beauti­ 
ful aud graceful Black snakes here, glid­ 
ing 
through the dense thickets ; the 
harmless Garter, the deadly Viper, the 
warlike Rattle snake, the dirty Moccasin 
and the cowardly and vicious Copper­ 
head, are all found here. 
This climate 
of course suits Copperheads better than 
Indiana ever did. 
The greatest objection I have to this 
country is the lack of cultivated grasses. 
Blue grass, tim othy and clover do not 
grow here, and there is nothing to sup­ 
ply their places. 
I alway s feel as if I 
was a long distance from home when I 
get away from the sight of these fa­ 
m iliar and valuable adjuncts of the 
farm ; without these it is hard to succeed 
in atock raising. 
My son has a good farm of 156 acres and 
raises cotton and corn, but is mainly in ­ 
terested in the fruit business. 
He has 
2$ acres of strawberries, 2 of blackber­ 
ries, 3 of grapes, $ of raspberries, 8 of 
peaches, 2 of plums, 1 of apples, and 1 
of pears. 
His grape vines, peach trees, 
and blackberry bushes are the most 
healthy and vigorous I ever saw grown. 
His grape and blackberry crops will be 
enormous. 
We eat delicious straw ber­ 
ries at every meal. 
I have foimed the acquaintence of 
many of the neighbors, and find them 
industrious, moral and intelligent, and 
they will compare favorably with our 
own Rush county citizens ; and that is 
pay ing them as high a compliment as 
can be done.

News Gathering in America. 
The role of the Am erican press in the 
growtli of journ alism has been distinctly 
the development of news gatherin g as a 
business, leaving to the work of com­ 
ment only a subordinate place, and, in 
fact, one m ight say a com paratively in ­ 
significant one. 
In American news, 
too, the field in which news may be 
found has been greatly enlarged; a 
much larger class of facts is draw n 
on for letters and dispatches. 
News 
in the journ alistic 
sense 
has 
never 
been clearly defined. 
Taken literally , 
news is every thin g that a man has 
not already heard; but UQ journ al un der­ 
takes to supply him with news of this 
sort. 
The line has to be draw n some­ 
where between news which may be use­ 
fully and legitim ately served up to him 
on his breakfast table and news which 
would either do him no good or to which 
he has no fair claim. 
W hen enterprise and business compe­ 
tition are allowed to trace this line w ith­ 
out the control of either law or m orality , 
it is sure to have as m any zigzags in it 
as there are journals, and it is equally 
sure that the commercial result will 
largely determ ine the question of legiti­ 
macy in the public ey e. 
In a commer­ 
cial country it is inevitable that the ac­ 
quisition of money should be the gener­ 
ally recognized, as it is the most easily 
recognized, sign of success. 
As a conse­ 
quence of this, the modes of acquiring it 
w-hich only offend against taste or dis­ 
cretion, and are not legally crim inal, are 
treated with considerable indulgence, or 
even, in some cases, call forth adm ira­ 
tion. 
Nothing is more unreasonable, in 
truth, than the im patience of the Amer- 
ican public with the ex cesses of the news 
gatherin g departm ent of Am erican jour­ 
nalism, considering the enormous re­ 
wards in money and in social considera­ 
tion which it pay s and has paid to those 
who work this field w ith least regard to 
the conventions.—E. L. Godkin in North 
American Review. 


How It Came to Be Dev eloped from a 
Calabash to Its Present Form. 
The swell negro minstrel was tuning 
up a banjo of the most gorgeous descrip­ 
tion, eliciting a plaintive tinkle-tinkle 
from the strings w ith the finger and 
thum b of one hand, while with the other 
he m anipulated the finger board from 
fret to fret, and now and then screwed 
one of the little ivory key s a trifle 
tighter. 
It was in his handsomely fur- 
! nished apartm en t at an uptown hotel 
that he sat, hum m ing snatches of a new 
popular song in an undertone while he 
toy ed with the in strum en t caressingly — 
as well he m ight, for it was a beauty , pre­ 
sented to him, doubtless, as a tribute to 
his skill as a professional troubadour by 
some admirers. 
The circular rim inclosing the head— 
itself a disk of sheepskin so fine as to be 
almost tran sparen t—was of gold overlaid 
upon wood, with brackets all around of 
the same precious m etal to hold the drum 
taut; the finger board was elaborately in­ 
laid and ornamented, and nothing seemed 
omitted that could possibly add to the 
cost of the tintinnabulatory contrivance. 
For burnt cork art in these day s is ex ­ 
hibiting a persistent tendency toward the 
decorative. 
Counterfeit darkies, to grat­ 
ify the sated public taste, m ust wield the 
tambourine and bones in Monte Cristo 
dresses of black satin and jewels, w'hile 
little Lord Fauntleroy reclines gracefully 
at the front of the stage, singeing his 
curls of best quality tow in the footlights, 
with other things to correspond. 
“ The banjo is a deoidedty better in ­ 
strum en t than it was fifteen y ears ago," 
said the troubadour, sweeping the strings 
to tuneful chords while he talked with 
the w riter, who was m aking him a visit. 
“ And the reason of it has chiefly to do 
with the head and the strings. 
The 
brackets are better made and more of 
them are used, so that the sheepskin is 
kept tighter stretched. 
In the prim itive 
banjo as few as four brackets were em ­ 
ploy ed. while this one, y ou see, has thirty . 
Tap the drum with y our kn,%W.j3 and 
observe how firm and resonant it is. 
Now, too, the strings are made thin n er 
and more carefully twisted. 
How are 
they m anufactured? 
W hy , of sheep’s 
intestines cut into fine strips and twisted 
together. 
It is a very skilled process. 
Poor strings may not be composed of 
more than four or live strands of gut, 
whereas iirst rate ones have from fifteen 
to eighteen. 
After 
they 
have 
been 
twisted, they are polished off with pumice 
stone an d other things, so that they are 
made quite round and the tw istin g cannot 
be seen, though in the cheap ones it re­ 
mains visible. 
Banjo strings are all im ­ 
ported; they are m an ufactured in Ger­ 
m any and Italy . 
Most people suppose 
that the shells attached to fish hooks are 
of the same m aterial, but 1 happen to 
know that they are in reality made of 
the bodies of silk worms taken in an im ­ 
m ature state and stretched out. 
Seems 
wonderful, doesn’t it?" 
“ How about the heads?" 
“ They are i# ade of ordinary sheepskin, 
carefully cured, stretched and scraped to 
the proper thinness. 
Sometimes a hide 
is split into two lay ers for the purpose, 
the part n ex t the hair being the more 
desirable. 
Banjo heads are made in this 
coun try , as, indeed, the banjos them ­ 
selves are also. 
The best in strum ents 
come from Philadelphia, though they are 
made in great numbers also in Chicago, 
Boston and New York. 
One other im ­ 
portan t im provement on the banjo in lat­ 
ter y ears has been the addition to the 
fingerboard of raised frets, which do 
m uch better than the m arks that were 
m eant to serve the same use formerly . 
Altogether — ti-tum -ti-tum -tiddle-ti-tum 
—this is a wonderful case of evolution 
from the orginal African thrum m er." 
“ You refer the ban jo to an African 
origin, then?" 
“ W ithout a doubt. 
The original banjo 
was a calabash w ith strings of some sort 
across it. 
If y ou traveled in Africa y ou 
would find this same prim itive in stru­ 
m ent still in use at savage festivities, as 
it has doubtless been for ages. 
The ne­ 
groes brought to this country as slaves 
fetched the idea with them , and a cen­ 
tury ago, or even much less, gourds cut 
in half were employ ed for the purpose 
by the blacks in the south. 
Nol>ody 
knows ex actly how the first steps in the 
development of the ban jo were taken, but 
it is recognized that it owes its present 
form to the application—turn -ti-tum —of 
the guitar principles to it. 
In all likeli­ 
hood the negroes themselves made the 
first improvements upon it, takin g sug­ 
gestions from the guitar, and white folks 
took it up afterw ard. 
Any way , it is as 
perfect an in strum en t now as it will ever 
be. 
Musicians say that it isn’t really a 
musical in strum en t at all, but only a bar­ 
baric thin g, to be classed with the tom ­ 
tom. 
However, I don’t agree with that." 
—W ashington Star.

but the presen t house is practically a 
creation of Orloff, the favorite of the 
Em press C atherin e, who added the 
tow er aud wings, an d w ho caused the 
in terior to be sum ptuously decorated 
by w orkm en from Italy un der the su­ 
perin ten den ce of R in aldi, a celebrated 
architect of th at period. 
A fter the 
death of Orloff the palace was in h ab it­ 
ed by the G ran d t)uke P auh the ill 
fated fath er of the E m perors N icholas 
an d A lex an der. 
The house, w hich is an im m ense 
structure, is built in three stories, the 
first supported by colum s of F in lan d 
m arble, an d the prin cipal room s are 
h un g w ith pictures, recen tly brought 
from the H erm itage an d W in ter pal­ 
aces at St. Petersburg. 
There are 
beautiful Italian garden s, w ith ter­ 
races, tem ples aud foun tain s, an d a 
vast an d richly wooded park, with 
lakes an d w aterfall th ro ugh w hich a 
broad an d rapid stream flows. 
There 
is a forest w hich sw arm s w ith gam e 
bey ond the park, an d the w hole do­ 
m ain is surroun ded by a high wall, 
an d bey ond is really "an in tren ched 
camp. 
There is a chain of sen tries all 
roun d the w all w hich ex ten ds for 
m an y m iles an d they are chan ged 
every hour.
